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May  Our  Democracy 

Be  Perpetuated 
Through  Education 


In  a  board  meeting  on  May  18,  1896,  Joshuia  Lovett  imoved  tTiat 
an  Adams  Township  High  .School  be  established  at  Carysville. 

Accordingly  ,  in  iSepteniber  of  that  year,  the  High  School  began 
a  two-year  course  with  one  teacher,  Joseph  Swisher,  and  ten  pupils. 
At  the  end  of  the  year  Mr.  Swisher  resigned  and  Ja.mes  Ross  was  em- 
ployed. He  was  succeeded  the  following  year  by  his  brother  Alfred, 
who  secured  the  adoption  of  a  three-year  course  of  study. 

In  thd  fall  of  1901  the  fiigh  School  was  taken  to  a  new  two-rGom 
frame  building  in  Rosewood.  This,  whdch  served  also  as  a  house  for 
the  girades  of  the  district,  was  found  to  be  inadequate,  and  m  the  sum- 
mer of  1904,  a  third  room  ,was  ladded.  By  1910  this  building  too  had 
been  outgrown  and,  chiefly  through  the  patient  and  untinng  efforts 
of  Supt.  A.  B.  iBuroker,  the  voters  were  convinced  that  the  township 
■school  should  be  centralized  and  a  new  building  erected. 

Before  1907,  according  to  the  state's  .classification  of  schools,  the 
Adams  Township  High  School  was  ranked  as  third  grade.  Then  some 
added  equipment  and  the  iservices  of  an  extra  teacher  met  the  require- 
ments for  a  school  of  the  second  grade.  With  a  good  building,  the 
adoTDtion  of  a  fo'ur-year  course  of  study,  and  the  employment  of  two 
additional  High  School  teachers,  the  State  Commissioner  of  Common 
Schools  saw  fit  in  September  1911  to  grant  a  first  grade  charter. 

But  the  receipt  of  the  charter  did  not  mark  the  end  of  t^e  H  p-'h 
School's  :gTov^th  or  achievement.  By  1919  the  enrollment  of  oupils  had 
reached  seventy.  Later  a  third  assistant  teacher  was  employed,  a  spec- 
ial teacher  of  music,  and,  for  a  time  a  teacher  of  vocational  agricul- 
ture. ,     .  , 

Believing  that  better  provisron  should  be  m.iade  for  the  physical 
training  and  recreation  neces&ary  to  a  well  rounded  education,  the 
voters  again  approved  a  building  program,  and  in  the  sumimer  of 
1930  a  gymnasium  ,wais  added  to  the  sr'hool  building. 

Today,  a  vlisitor  to  the  High  School  would  see  on  his  approach,  a 
two  story  brick  and  stone  building  just  back  of  beautiful  landscapiing 
and  on  the  right  as  he  drew  near  the  entraince,  a  sun-dial  mounted 
on  a  native  rock,  the  memorial  to  Supt.  A.  B.  BJuroker.  Within  the 
building  he  would  find    eight   High    School   teachers,  seventy-seven 
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High  School  pupils,  a  library  of  fifteen  'hundred 'volumes  and  labora- 
tory equipment  approved  by  the  ^tate  Inspector  as  adequate  for  the 
teaching  of  High  Sohool  science. 

Compared  v^ith  the  one-teacher,  one-room  school  of  fifty  years 
ago,  (it  speaks  well  for  the  communiity's  interest  in  the  cause  of  edu- 
cation.

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Interesting  Facts 

The  first  Hdgh  School  course  was  offered  to  students  in  Adams 
Township  in  the  tall  ot  1896  at  Carysviile,  Ondo.  This  was  a  two-year 
course,  eignt  months  per  term.  One  faculty  member  taught  the  entire 
course  of  study.  The  High  School  was  listed  as  Grade  3  by  the  Ohio 
Staite  CoimmisiSioner  of  Education. 

By,  gradual  improvements  io  curricula,  equipment  and  teaching 
requirements  a  First  Grade  Oharter  was  granted  on  Sept.  4,  1911. 
Since  that  timie  all  new  educational  standards  have  been  m^et  and  the 
charrter  has  been  maintained. 

$55  per  month  was  the  average  wage  for  the  first  High  School 
teachers.  Duties  of  the  teacher  included:  teaching  the  complete  High 
School  course,  Superintending  the  various  Township  District  Schools 
and  perforiming  janitor  service  in  his  own  building.  (The  good  old 
days!) 

There  was  a  lapse  in  continuous  High  School  instruction.  For  a 
period  during  1901  and  1902  no  High  School  subjects  were  taught. 

In  June,  1900,  Wdlliam  F.  Bailar  was  paid  $280.80  for  one  acre 
of  ground  in  the  north  section  of  Rosewood.  Sam  Van  Horn  received 
the  contract  to  build  the  No.  6,  two-room  building  there  for  a  low  bid 
of  $1792.  Later  a  third  room  was  added  to  the  structure.  (Tihis  build- 
ing burned  on  January  31,  1931  while  being  used  as  a  hatchery. 

Before  September,  1904,  any  person  considered  eligible  by  the 
Superintendent  could  attend  High  School,  but  that  fall  the  Adams 
Township  Board  of  Education  ruled  that  only  Boxwell  or  Patterson 
(8th  grade)  graduates  might  attend. 

In  1905  the  first  transportation  vehicle  was  purchased  by  the 
Board  of  Education  in  Adams  Township.  It  was  a  wagon  (roomy  and 
comfortable  according  to  the  notes)  used  to  transport  the  pupils  from 
District  No.  3  to  No.  6  at  Rosewood. 

The  same  year  the  Champaign  County  Fair  Board  erected  an 
Educational  Building  on  the  Fair  Grounds  in  Urbana.  This  building 
was  used:  to  display  specimens  of  school  work  from  different  schools 
in  the  county  for  comparison  and  competition. 

Joe  Licklider,  '06,  was  the  first  boy  to  receive  a  High  School  di- 
ploma in  Adams  Township,  only  because  it  was  handed  to  him  before 
the  other  boys  received  theirs  at  the  same  commencement. 

Adams  Township  was  am.ong  the  first  in  the  state  of  Ohio  to  con- 
solidate its  scattered  schools  to  a  centralized  building.  The  building 
cost  and  horse  and  wagon  transportation  were  the  greatest  objections 
to  the  plan. 

Guided  by  the  persistent  efforts  of  Asa  B.  Buroker,  consolidation 
was  discussed  and  investigated  for  some  months.  On  January  18,  1911, 
a  special  election  was  held  in  Rosewood,  Ohio.  The  vote  was  163  in 
favor  of  conso'Lidation  to  104  against.  The  present  building  was  con- 
structed the  following  summer. 

The  Board  of  Education  meimbers  who  shouldered  the  responsi- 
bility of  tihis  building  program  were :  Dr.  W.  A.  Yinger,  Pres. ;  Charles 
Espv,  Lester  Persinger,  George  Stephenson,  Irvin  Neese  and  Grover 
Licklider,  Clerk. 

Five  acres  of  ground  were  purchased  from  William:  F.  Bailar  for 
$1500  in  March,  1911.  The  present  building  was  built  there  by  Patrick 
Heatherman.  His  bid  was  $19,400.  This  c^id  not  include  heating,  plumb- 
ing nor  lighting  systems.  Actually  Mr.  Heatherman  was  paid  consider- 
ably more  because  of  changes  in  design  and  construction.

Mr.  E.  E.  Pruitt  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  was  employed  as  architect 
to  plan  the  presemt  building.  ^ 

$4233.25  was  received  for  the  sale  of  the  small  Township  school 
buildiings  which  were  no  longer  needed  ^^fter  consolidation. 

Clinton  A.  Miaurice  was  hired  in  1911  as  the  first  janitor  in  the 
present  building.  He  received  $50  monthly  during  the  8  months  sichool 
term,  and  $25  monthly  during  the  vacation  peTiod. 

Tihe  onlv  major  building  program^  to  be  achieved  since  the  com- 
pletion of  the  oniginal  portion  of  the  present  building  was  the  addition 
of  the  gymnasium-auditorium  during  the  summer  of  1930,  under  the 
guidance  of  Supt.  Harvey  M.  Loudenback. 

The  Class  of  1928  was  the  first  to  wear  caps  and  gowns  at  Com- 
mencement  Exercises.  .  t_  m  j 

For  a  period  of  23  years  after  the  completion  of  the  present  build- 
ing only  two  Superintendents  and  two  janitors  served.  Mr.  Burokef 
and  Mt.  Loudenback — Mr.  Maurice  and  Mr.  Davis. 

The  Alumni   Reunions  from  1930  to  1934  were  afternoon  and 
evening  giatherings.  A  ball  game  was  played  during  tlie  afternoon. 
Afterwards,  each"  class  /competed    for  prizes    by    parading  "floats 
around  town.  A  potluck  picnic  concluded  the  day.  , 

The  Alumni  and  friends  erected  tTie  A,sa  B.  Buroker  Memorial 
Sundial  in  1930.  iTIhe  words  .thereon  are  very  fitting — "The  guidang 
influence  throughout  his  life  was  service.  He  gave  the  rarest  of  gifts 

~"  \%llavgro.und  accident  at  noon  on  April  10,  1933  resulted  in  the 
death  of  Junior  Cost,  6th  ,gTade,  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Henry  Cost.

^^^^  When^lupt.  Harvey  M.  Loudenback  resigned  in  1934  to  become 
Supt.  of  Champaign  County  Schools,  the  Alumni  presented  a  booklet  to 
him  containing  the  names  of  his  graduating  classes.  This  booklet  was 
penned  by  one  of  his  former  pupils,  Herman  Stayman,  an  expert  pen- 

™^^"0n  August  4,  1936  the  ChaJmpaign  County  Board  of  Education 
dissolved  the  Harrison  Rural  District  and  the  Adams  Rural  District. 
The  Harrison-Adams  Rural  Distirct  was  then  created.  .Sprimghills  pupils 
were  thereafter  transported  to  the  house  in  Rosewood. 

A  course  in  Vocational  AgTiculture  was  added  to  the  High  Scihool 
curriculum,  in  September,  1936.  Since,  it  has  been  discontinued.
